APPROPRIATION BILLS 10 CONSIDER 


This Week to Get Them Out of the 
» Way for Tariff Reform. 


SOME LETTERS THE SPEAKER GETS, 


Queer Epistles from People in Different 
Parts ofthe Country—Gossip About 
the Nation’s Capital. 


Washington, April 24.—(Special)—In 
contrast with the lively scenes of last 
week, the proceedings of both branches 
of congress during the present week prom- 
ise to lack public interest. The managers 
of the house, in pursuance of their pro- 
gramme of pushing regular appropriation 
bills through, in order to secure an oppor- 
tunity for the further consideration of 
tariff bills and hasten the approach of 
final adjournment, have decided to devote 
the entire week to the consideration of 
these measures. 

Immediately after disposing of some 
District of Columbia business tomorrow, 
diplomatic appropriation bills are likely to 
figure largely in senate proceedings also 
during the week. The army appropriation 
bill is on the calendar and will be called 
up at the first opportunity. It will be fol- 
lowed by the naval appropriation Dill. 
which will be reported in a day «@ two, 
accompanied by an amendment increas- 
ing three fold the number of new cruisers 
to be constructed for the navy. The debate 
on the Chinese bill itself will be sent back 
to the house Tuesday with the senate 
amendments. 

Among the speeches announced for the 
coming week is one by Senator Jones, of 
Arkansas, on the subject of Choctaw and 
Chicasaw awards which the president 
refused to pay, and addresses by Senators 
Hawley and Gray in opposition to the 
Kyle resolution proposing investigation 
of the slums of great cities. |

THEOSOPHICAL CONVENTION. 


In Annual Convention in Chicago—President 
Oicost Resigns. Ms 


Chicago, April 24.—The annual convention 
of delegates from the various theosophical 
societies of the United States opened at 
the Palmer house today. This convention 
is most important to the American section 
since its foundation, because it is the first 


since the death of Madame Blavatsky, the 


society’s leader, and because it was known 
that at this meeting would be received ¢he 
resignation of Colonel eee gi | S. Olcott, now 
in India, who was one of the founders and 
was chosen president for life. Almost half 
the session, after it had been called to order 
by William O. Judge, of New York, a vice 
president and general secretary. and perma- 
nent’ chairman had been ehoesen in the _per- 
son of Judge R. McBride, of the supreme 
court of Indiana, was devoted to. 

ry of the oe authoress of ““The Secret 
Doctrines,” and “Isis Unveiled.” 

In view of .the fact that the president of 
the entire society, Colonel Henry 8S. Ol- 
cott, made a division of the ashes of the 
late Madame Blavatsky in London last 
July in the presence of Annie Bésant and 
Mr. Judge, giving a third each to the In- 
dian, Kuropean and American sections, 
it was resolved to endorse the establishment 
of a permanent headquarters in New York 
where the portion of:the ashes given Amer- 
ica should be kept in a suitable receptacle. 
It was also resolved to give financial aid 
to the Blavatsky memorial, which is to 
take the form of publications looking to the 
ultimate union between orient and occi- 
dent. In addition to the cable message re- 
ceived from Annie Besant in London, which 
reads: “Cordial greetings from Europe,” 
that much-talked-of woman sent a long let- 
ter from the Blavatsky lodge, of which she 
is president. 

This letter and one from the European 
section of the Theosophical Society were 
read by G. S. Meade, general sec- 
retary of that section, and up _ to 
the time of her death private sec- 
retary to Madame _ Blavatsky. In 
both of these it was firmly denied that 
the death of the founder had left any 
trace of a collapse on the part of the so- 
ciety. The resignation of the now aged 
president and founder, Colonel Olcott, was 
dated at Adair, Madras, January 21, 1891, 
yet the American convention was the first 
to act upon it. It did so by adopting 
resolutions announcing that the offices of 
“president and founder’ should remain 
forever unique, and unanimously declarin 
its choice as successor to the presi- 
dency to be William O. Judge, to 
hold office for life, society founder 
with Colonel Olcott and Madame 
Blavatsky. The latter discussion, 
Mr. .Meade announced, has already 
been taken by the European sections. But 
a further resolution was adopted asking 
Colonel Olcott to revoke his resignation 
and remain president, with a minimum of 
work. he persists in his determina- 
tion, the resolution: proyides that Colonel 
Olcott shall be given a life- residence at 
Adair, . India, and that Mr, Judge, 
assuming the presidency, Bertram Keight- 
ley, and an ardent theosophist, who is now 
i but .has visited Chicago on. several 
occasions, shall be made vice president.

Washington, April 24.—(Special.)—The 
Post will print, tomorrow, a. circular 
calling a council of the presidents and 
members of the executive committees of 
the state Farmers’ Alliances at Birming- 
ham, Ala., on Tuesday, the 3d of May. 

The circular says that this is the most 
critical period in the history of the order. 
Never has there been such a universal 
and loud cry from the order to the officers 
for directions how to conduct local fights. 
Never has there been so little concert of 
action among the officers of the different 
states and sections. This, if allowed to 
continue, the circular says, must be fatal. 
Concert of action is imperative, and suc- 
cess cannot be achieved without dit. The 
political contest threatens destruction to 
the order. The circular explains that the 
expenses ‘attending national councils of 
this character is too great to be borne 
with convenience, hence the present 
method of a meeting of the officers ‘is 
proposed. ' 

Great stress is laid upon the importance 
of meeting, and the necessity for full and 
free councils by all executive officers is 
said to be greater than at any time in the 
history of the movement. The meeting 
will be strictly secret, with none but 
properly accredited pers$ns admitted.

Greenesboro, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—A 
political meeting was held in the Liberty 
neighborhood last-night.

TAY PEEL EASY NOW 


Because They Yindicated Their Honor on 
Foreign Soil, ‘‘Doncher Know,”

With Smoke and Heroic Talk About 
“A Gentleman’s Honor.” i 


BARROWE AND FOX EXCHANGE SHOTS, 


And Their Seconds Declare the Thing 
Off—Colonel ‘Tom Ochiltree, the 
Fiery Texan, Is Now in It. 


Brussels, April 24—The much-talked-of 
duel between Edward Fox and Hallett 
Alsop Borrowe ‘took place yesterday after- 
noon on the seashore at Nieuport Bains, 
near Ostend, William B. Bacon, Jr., of 
Yoston, acted as second for Fox and 
Harry Vane Millbank as second for Bor- 
rowe. 

It was arranged between the seconds that 
their principals should each fire two shots 
at twelve paces, and this programme was 
carried out. The weapons used were duel- 
ing pistols of forty-five caliber. 

When word was given the two men fired 
simultaneously, but neither shot took ef- 
fect, although the ball from Fox’s pistol 
passed close to Borrowe’s head.’ The pis- 
tols were then reloaded by the seconds 
and handed to the duelists, both of whom 
fired promptly when the word was given. 
This time Borrowe’s bullet pierced his an- 
tagonist’s coat in the region of the’ waist, 
but Fox escaped unhurt. The seconds in 
accordance with the conditions previously 
made, then declared the duel ended. 

T%o reconciliation took place after the con- 
test, and the duelists left the ground with- 
out having spoken to each other.

oppressive character. The week opened with 
decided cold and light frosts occurred in the 
northern portion of the state on the mornings 
of the 15th and 16th. The chief damage, 
which was not great, was suffered by fruit 
‘trees in bloom and by such cotton as was up. 
Taken thoughout the state; wheat, oats, 
rye and grass seem to be in exceptionally fine 
condition. Corn is somewhat backward for 
the want of sun and heat, but with favor- 
able weather will probably come up to the ay- 
erage later. The prospect for fruit is fair, 
and especially so in the central and south- 
ern counties. Cotton planting is about fin- 
ished in the southern counties, and is well 
under way in the north. season On an 
oven seems about a week~ late. 

A brief statement follows of the condl- 
tions in the various sections of the state: 
Northwest—There has been a little more 
than the normal rainfall with low tempera- 
ture and little sun. Grain and grass are in 
ood condition. ean is up on the uplands 
ut not planted on the bottoms.

versity men in Atlanta. 

And they are all talking about the move- 
ment now afoot to reorganize the old uni- 
yersity club in this city. 

The interview with Hon. Peter W. Mel- 
drim, of Savannah, in The Constitution, 
bearing upon the plan of organizing the 
college men throughout the state, has in- 
creased the interest, and this thing is cer- 
tain—that the scheme of reorganizing the 
Atlanta club is going to be a success. 
‘Judge. Howard Van Epps, president of 
the Atlanta club, heartily concurs with 
Mr. Meldrim in the state plan, and hepes 
to see every Georgia town where seven col- 
lege men can be called together establish 
without delay a similar club to that in At- 
lanta and that in Savannah. 

“T can see at a glance,” said Judge Van 
Epps, “and anybody can see as easily, that 
these clubs can be of incalculable advan- 
tage to the State university, and can also 
be instrumental in furnishing amusement 
and instruction to every member of the 
clubs in every city or town. 

“Qne of the benefits to obtain is the 
favor that can be worked up for the col- 
lege in these towns. ‘There is nothing 
like organization. With a club in these 
yarious towns organized upon a similar 
plan with that of Atlanta and Savannah, 
there can be a cultivation of frierfdliness 
for the college carried on that will be ef- 
fective in getting more students to go to 
college, and in getting parents all over the 
state to realize at Jast the great purpose 
of the state’s cherished university. 

“TJ am much in hope that the young men 
in Atlanta who went to the .university— 
and the old ones, too, for that matter—will 
rally when the call is made and plant our 
Atlanta club on a firm footing, with at 
least one hundred and fifty members, and 
keep in rank with Savannah’s_ excellent 
club. I do hope we will do this.” 

Judge Van Epps is very much in earnest 
about the matter, and so are all of the 
older university men of Atlanta. 

The young men will, of course, wheel 
into line on the night of May Ist, when the 
meeting of reorganization will be held. 

Savannah's Way. . 

In the city of Savannah where the social 
spirit runs bigh and men arg inclined to keep 
up a club like this there is the leading unt- 
yersity club in the state. 

There are clubs in Angusta, Macon and 
Rome and other cities, Bud the Savannah 
men have managed to keep the interest up 
to a higher pitch than any others. 

It is interesting to see how they conduct 
their club and the following pointers about 
the constitution and by-laws of the club 
will serve a purpose. : 

First, the club holds meetings quarterly 
during the year. At these meetings a light 
punch and a sandwich with a good cigar are 
served.

Who Offer Bribes to School Boards—Com- 

missioner Bradwell’s Circular. 

Commissioner Bradwell sent out to the 
school boards a circular, calling for the arrest 
of agents who offer bribes, and warning the 
school boards against the ‘Box Charts.” 

Here is the letter: 

To the County School Coimissioners of 
Georgia—I deem it necessary, through you, to 
call the attention of county boards of educa- 
tion to their powers aud duties relative to the 
purchase of charts for the common schools of 
their respective counties. County boards of 
education ure clothed with the power to pur- 
chase “maps, glebes and school furniture;” 
and while charts are hot specially menuoned, 
they are ubuvubteuly incidded under tuls 
head, tur a churt is u mup. ‘imese Uugs are 
purchased for the common use of the scnovis, 
und not tur individual use. ‘Lhe title to charts 
flong Wilh viuer Cumlmou properly, Vests 10 
the voard; and these charts are tv ve Turnish- 
ed to the schovis, the teachers being held re- 
sponsible tor criminal neglect or avuse. Un- 
der no Earcumsiauces have bourds the right to 
sell or rent tiem to the teachers or patrons, 
but they are tu be returned to the buurd at 
the expiration of the schcol term. 

NO teucher in the stare pays a cent for the 
privilege of teaching schovl under the pubile 
school system. 

Lhe cvunty school commissioner is the agent 
of the board in the purchase of charts, but he 
bas neither yote or voice in making the selec- 
tion or ordering the purchase. He is the 
proper one to sign all covtracts, as ugent for 
the board, for the delivery of the charts. As 
agent, he carries out the orders of the board 

giving out the charts to the schools, and 

Teceiving them pack at the close of the term. 

He should report to the board any injury to 

these charts peyond the ordinary ‘“‘wear and 

tear’ of the schoolroom. 

. 1 call attention to the following ruling as to 
the exercise of this power:

A Gold-Blooded Outrage. 

The president’s action in making him- 
self ex-officio chairman of a New York 
negro committee engaged in the compila- 
tion of campaign material, intended to 
array northern public opinion against the 
south, is about the meanest thing that a 
republican partisan has ever been 
guilty of. 

As The Chicago Times puts it: 

The southern outrage factory has been stock 
campaign material for the republican party 
ever since the period of reconstruction, but 
never has there been so cold-blooded a propo- 
sition as that which the president makes to 
the megroes. It is in substance that they 
shall become without expense to him the com- 
pilers of campaign material which shall fire 
the northern heart at the proper time in the 
presidential canvass. 

It is a cold-blooded outrage perpetrated 
by a small politician to serve his purely 
selfish aims. 

The president of the American people 
deliberately promises a party of negro 
politicians that, -when they furnish him 
with their one-sided story of the alleged 
southern outragés upon their race, he will 
assist in creating a public sentiment that 
will make such outrages impossible. 

_ There has never been anything like this 
in our history before. When General 
Grant was president he heard .of an 
alleged outrage upon the blacks in Louisi- 
ana. The republican leaders raised a howl 
and asked him what he was goirfg to do 
about it. He looked into the matter, and 
talked with some of his old soldiers— 
truthful, manly fellows—and satisfied 
himself that the whites were clearly jus- 
tified. That was enough for him, and he 
refused to do anything. Moreover, he ex- 


pressed his admiring approval of the 


pluck of the Louisianians, and said that 
they had done exactly right. 

General Grant understood the situation, 
and he was very human, with no cold 
and flabby nonsense about him, A brave 
and true man, though a stalwart repub- 
lican, ought to be able to sympathize with 
his fellow countrymen in the south when 
they suffer such irreparable and horrible 
wrongs at the hands of black brutes that 
they are almost nameless, and cannot be 
narrated in print. | 

The average southerner is a good cit- 
izen, but when he returns to his planta- 
tion or village home, after a day’s work, 
to find that his wife or his little girl has 
fallen a victim to some prowling negro 
outlaw, nothing but swift and terrible 
justice will satisfy him. His neighbors 
share his feeling and make his cause their 
own. 

Human nature, Mr. President, cannot 
stand everything. The husbands, fathers 
and brothers of the south, sir, have the 
same affection for their loved ones that 
you and your republican friends of the 
north feel towards the female members 
of your families. They are satisfied—they 
know—that you would do just what they 
do if you were similarly situated. Some 
crimes must be punished or the result 
will be anarchy. The punishment must 
be swift and certain. The law’s delay, 
the chances of defective indictments, 
escapes from jail. the absence or death of 
an important witness must not be risked. 
When the perpetrator of the foulest and 
most demoniacal of all crimes is captured 
and identified we pity the mistaken 
judgment that would interfere with the 
noble private vengeance which serves 
the public, serves virtue and serves jus- 
tice better than any other human agency 
could. 

Think this over, Mr. President, and 
embrace the first opportunity of saying 
to your negro followers: ‘“‘When you cease 
to be midnight assassins and. ravishers 
you will have no more outrages to com- 
plain of. If you are determined to main- 
tain a secret crusade of murder against 
your white neighbors, your benefactors 
who give you work, and who are taxed 
for your education and support—if you 
will despoil their homes, then -you will 
be left to your fate, and all races, all 
parties and all good men will applaud 
the terrible punishment visited upon you 


‘~~ for your revolting crimes!” 


When your heart prompts you to say 
that, xou will be indeed a man, and a 
leader of men! 


Centralization and Socialism, 


In the federal supreme court, the other 
day, in the case of O'Neil vs. Vermont, 
Mr. Justice Harlan said: - 

I fully cur with Mr. Justice Field that 
gir.ce the adoption of the fourteenth amend- 
ment no one of the fundamental rights of life, 
liberty or property recognized and guaran- 
teed by the constitution of the United States 
can be denied or abridged by a state in re- 
spect to any person within its jurisdiction. 
These rights are principally enumérated in the 
earlier amendments of the constitution. 

Mr. Justice Brewer sided with these 
two, making three members of the 
supreme court who hold that state author- 
ity in criminal cases must give way to 
national supremacy. In . the near 
future these three justices may 
be reinforced by two more, and 
then our jury system and fundamental 
rights affecting life, liberty and property 
will be transferred from state to federal 
control. We are drifting in that direction— 
towards the, annulment of state sover- 
eignty in matters in which it was not 
disputed until a few years ago.

The Richmond Times thus comments 
on the decision: - 

The source of this doctrine is very plain. 
The court is a yankee court and it represents 
yankee ideas. But while the yankee has no 
idea of introducing the socialists’ theories 
into our government, he does not perceive that 
his own fixed instincts lead up directly to so- 
cialistic results. The yankee has a fixed be- 
lief that it is my duty to attend to your busi- 
ness; that it is A’s duty to make B a better 
man by forcing B to live according to A's 
idea rather than according to his own. He 
inherited his instinct from his Puritan ances- 
tors, and is incapable of throwing it off. It 
goes with the yankee wherever he goes, and 
turns up on every occasion. 

We’ repeat, then, that paradoxical as it may 
appear the supreme court of the United States 
is the fountain head of the socialists of the 
United States and, unless the pernicious doc- 
trine that it has put out can be overthrown, 
it threatens to become a foundation upon 
which thé socialist will erect a structure that 
will overthrow all our institutions and bring 
tyranny upon vs. 

One of the dissenting justices, Mr. Jus- 
tice Brewer, said: 

The paternal theory of government is to me 
odious. ‘The utmcst possible liberty to the in- 
dividual, and the fullest possible protection to 
him and his property, igs both the limitation 
and duty of government. If it may regulate 
the price of one service, which is not a public 
service, or the compensation for the use of 
one kind of property which is not devoted to 
a public use, why may it not with equal rea- 
son regulate the price of all service and the 
compensation to be paid for the use of all 
property? And if so, “Looking Backward” is 
nearer than a dream. 

Centralization and socialism bid fair to 
overwhelm us through the active agency 
of the federal supreme court.

The Chicago Inter-Ocean says: “On the 
Plantation,’” by Joel Chandler Harris, pub- 
lished by D. Appleton & Co., New York, is 
a delightful story of a Georgia boy’s adven- 
tures during the war, into whieh the author 
has cleverly woven a great variety of odds 
and ends of folk lore of both the white and 
black races. It is a rambling, charmingly 
phrased story of a boy who about the open- 
ing of the civil war went with a man of brains 
and culture to learn ‘the newspaper busi- 
ness’’ in the publication of a weekly paper 
issued, curiously enough; away out on a 
plantation nine miles from any postoffice. 
The description of the modus vivendi of this 
paper is deliciously quaint. Thus: ‘There 
was never any lack of copy for, the foreman 
and the apprentice to set. Instead of clip- 
ping from his exchanges the editor sent to 
the office three books, from which extracts 
could be selected. These books*were ‘Lacon,’ 
Percy’s ‘Anecdotes,’ and Rochefoucauld’s 
‘Maxims.’’’ Think of it! And yet this plan- 
tation paper ‘was a success from the start!’ 
Lut the charm of the book lies in the wonder- 
fully graphic and life-like sketches of life and 
character of that now far away, primitive 
time. The peculiarities of the negroes and 
their fantastic dialect are especially felici- 
tously sketched, while the inestimable worth 
of truth, and honesty, and justice in the 
building of character shines out @elightfully 
from the first to the last. A picture no 
reader can forget is that of the Georgia boy 
sitting on a fence watching the dingy but 
good-humored ranks of the Twentieth army 
corps pass by on the “march through Geor- 
gia,’’ with the merry chaff thrown to the sol- 
emn boy as they marched by. It is altogether 
a most charming book.

The Constitu#ton man boarded the train 
at Athens. The train was made up of two 
coaches and a baggage coach, and was in 
charge of Conductor J. C. Cothran, of Ab- 
beville, S. C., a railroader of ten years’ ex- 
perience and a most affable gentleman. En- 
gineer J. P. Garrison was at the throttle, 
H. W. Droffin was the bagzagemaster and 
R. D. Izzard, flagman. Mr. D. L.: Hud- 
gins, superintendent of the telegraph ser- 


_ vice of the road, was on board the train. 


The roadbed is certainly excellent, the rid- 
ing smooth and easy, and the trip between 
Athens and Atlanta was a very pleasant 
one. The country through which it passes 
is a prosperous section of the state, and the 
little towns along the road are building up 
very rapidly. Evidences of great improve- 
ment were to be seen on all sides as the 
train sped on towards the Gate City. 

The stations between Athens and Atlanta 
are Bogart, Statham, Jug Tavern, Auburn, 
Dacula, Lawrenceville, Gloster, Bryan, 
Tucker, North Decatur and Inman Park. 
Th beneficial effect of the road is apparent 


‘in the amount of building going on at each 


of these places, and at Jug Tavern the 
quarries are being rapidly developed. 

At each station the citizens were gathered 
to wave their greetings to the new train, 
and as it rolled through Decatur, Kirkwood 
and on to Inman Park, numberles handker- 
chiefs were waved by fair hands as a 
token of welcome. Over one hundred and 
fifty passengers came over on the first trip. 
They took fhe electric cars at Inman Park 
and came into the city. 

The schedules now in force and effect on 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern are as 
follows: Two freight trains per day—the 
Elberton accommodation, leaving Elberton 
at 6 o'clock a. m., eastern time, and arriy- 
ing in Atlanta at 10 o’clock a. m.; leaving 
Atlanta at 4:25 o’clock p. m., arriving in 
Elberton at 8:25 o’clock p. m.

It is said that in about a week another 
passenger train will be added and that it 
will be a through train from Norfolk to At- 
lanta. 

Today and tomorrow excursions will be 
run from Athens to Atlanta and return, 
the fare for the round trip being placed at 
$2.01, limited to the 27th instant. A large 
crowd will doubtless come over on both ex- 
cursions. 

The arrival of the first regular passenger 
train in Atlanta over the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern is greeted with a hearty wel- 
come, and it will not be very long until the 
road will run into the heart of the city. 

President John W. Robinson, of the Sea- 
board Air-Line system came in during the 


day and General Superintendent L. T. My- 


ers, of Portsmouth, was down in his car. 

Mr. Robinson said that he was greatly 
gratified to see the new road finally opened 
to Atignta. He now has a system to be 
proud of. It is the shortest route from 
Atlanta to the north and the road is in fine 
physical condition.

better condition than any other railroad 
ever built in this part of the country.

IN THE GLORIOUS WORSHIP OF GOD. 


Inspiring Anthems of the Christian Be- 
ligion, and Great Truths Hloquently 
Expounded, 


In his morning sermon at the Second Bap- 
tist church yesterday, Dr. McDonald re- 
viewed the history of modern missions, 
especially that part of this history which 
is the work of American Baptists, particu- 
larly the southern Baptist convention. The 
sermon was, in part, a sketch of the con- 
vention which will meet here next week, 
and as the subject is full of timely interest, 
a synopsis of Dr. McDonald’s remarks 
will be read with interest. 

The text was taken from the thirteenth 
chapter of Acts, which contains the com- 
mission of Barnabas and Saul as mission- 
aries to the Gentiles. Antioch was the 
plac> from which they started out on their 
first missionary journey, and became the 
base of their operations It was a 
populous city, one of the gate cities of 
the east, and it fell to the lot of the An- 
tioch church to corroborate the divine 
commission of these first missionaries. 

“It is interesting and instructive to study 
the beginnings o eat movements,” said 
Dr. McDonald, “the beginning of a na- 
tion’s life, the begihning of a struggle for 
civil freedom, the beginning of religious 
movements. The beginning of the church 
was at Jerusalem, when Christ said, “Go 
ye therefore and teach all nations.’ For 
a time, however, the work seems to have 
halted at Jerusalem, but persecution 
came and scattered the disciples, who be- 
came brands to set the world on An- 
tioch was a large and populous city, one 
of the gate cities from the east, and from 
them the missionaries went out to the 
heathen world.” 

The Local Church Is Sovereign. 


At this point, Dr. McDonald turned aside 
to throw some light on the democratic form 
of govenrment in the Baptist church. 

‘“The missionaries went out from the 
church at Antioch,” said he, “it was a 
local church. Here I call your attention 
to the form of the work of the southern 
Baptist convention, and to the relations 
of the district association, the state con- 
vention and the southern Baptist conven- 
tion to the local church. 

“There is no higher ecclesiastical power 
than the local church fulfilling the law of 
God. The district association, the state 
convention and the southern Baptist’ con- 
vention are no part of the ecclesiastical 
machine. The relations of churches in 
the larger organizations are voluntary and 
co¥operative. e convention is not an 
ecclesiastical authority; itis not a gourt of 
appeal; it is no part of our divinely recog- 
nized order. These organizations do not 
represent the sovreignity of the churches 
at all, whether it is a little association 
gathered in the shadow of Stone Mountain, 
or the great southern Baptist convention 
drawn from the mountains to the sea. It is 
a voluntary gathering of Baptists to at- 
tend to those matters which can be dealt 
with better in this way than by isolated 
churches. I glory in the absolute inde- 
pendence of the churches from all other 
ecclesiastical governmentas I glory in the 
absolute dependence of the churches upon 
the Lord Jesus Christ as the only lawgiver. 
I say this that the young people may not 
cohfound these Baptist organizations with 
other bodies having ecclesiastical authority. 

Leaving ‘the subject of the scapthern 
Baptist. convention for a time, Dr. Mc- 
Donald referred to the beginning of modern 
missions in the work of William Carey, 
who, in his Indian work, met with the 
opposition of “‘the East India company, a 
tyrannical and ‘anti-Christian concern.” 
Baptist Convention Originated in Missions. 


“The brightest chapter in the history of 
the nineteenth century,” said the doctor, 
“is the triumph of the gospel in that ori- 
ental country. Such was the opposition 
to missionaries in England that they had 
to come to America to take ship for India. 
Adoniram Judson and his wife went 
from Salem in 1812 and Luther Rice went 
from Philadelphia at the same time. They 
went on different ships, and in the provi- 
dence of God, when they came to Sem- 
aphore, they had to considér their ecclesias- 
tical relations, Judson’s mind had wunder- 
gone a complete change on the way and 
when he got there he demanded baptism. 
Luther Rice, in another vessel, had reached 
the same conclusion. The East India com- 
pany persecuted them and they had to 
sail from Ifrance. Judson took -up the 
mission work in Burmah, and Rice, seeing 
the necessity for the support of the work 
at home, returned to: America and stirred 
up Baptist enthusiasm and organization. 
He remained in this country to the day 
of his death and devoted his life to the 
work of creating a missionary interest. 
His grave is somewhere in North Carolina, 
and, so far as | know, unmarked. He 
went out in 1812 and returned in 1814. 
Interest among Baptists had been quick- 
ened and they formed a general Baptist 
union for missionary work. At the first 
meeting they had twenty-seven preachers 
and seven laymen.” 

Here Dr. MprDonald could not resist 
the temptation to crack a joke and as he 
thought of the Baptist host that will 
gather here next week and recalled the 
twenty-seven orgy and seven laymen 
who met in 1814 to organize’ the first 
Baptist eonvention in America, he  re- 
marked, “A very convenient number to have 
here next week.” Continuing, he said: 

“Then came the question of politics, with 
the discussion of slaveholding by north- 
ern Baptists. It came about that no 
southern man could be an officer of the 
Baptist union if he owned slaves. They 
would not receive money from a man who 
had his cotton fields worked by slaves. 
Finally wise men sides determined that they 
must separate, not as churches, for the 
churches were separate already, but in the 
missionary Organization. It was plain 
that a man from the south could not go 
into New England and raise much money 
for missionary purposes. The demand 
for separation was made by a Baptist as- 
sociation of Alabama. Then a meeting 
of brethren was called in Virginia to call 
a convention of the southern Baptists to 
see what would be done. That convention 
met in Augusta in May, 1845. A mission 
society met in the north in April, just one 
month before. At the Augusta conven- 
tiqn there were 310 delegates from the 
southern states. Nearly all the southern 
states were represented, either by delegates 
or by letter. ‘They declared in quiet but 
explicit language that they desired to con- 
tinue the work of missions. Harmonious- 
ly through all these years has the mission- 
ary work been conducted by the Baptist 
union of the north and the southern Baptist 
conyention of the south.. 

“Wisely and without bitterness then, the 
southern Baptist convention was formed 
and it has combined the work of all these 
years. The wisdom of its organization 
is shown by the results. In the thirty- 
four years before the separation the Bap- 
tists of the southern states raised some 
over two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars for ons. the next _ thirty- 
four years, through the agency of the 
southern Baptist convention they contrib- 
uted about one million do » and in 
one period of seven years they as 
much as they did in the thirty-four years 
before the separation.

for sale. One of our best men, Dr. George 
B. Taylor, was sent there to take charge 
of the Baptist mission work and has done 
so with great wisdom and success. 

“In Mexico, where the people have 
been deceived by priests and politicians, 
there was a turning of hearts toward some- 
thing that would give freedom. The cler- 
ical party turned toward the. party that 
would sustain them.. That was always 
the conservative party. The  clericals 
stood by the rulers, the men of iron hand, 
while the people desired a republic; and 
hence it was that there was opened a way 
for men who would preach the gospel and 
sang, ‘hands off the church.’ 

' “So it was in Cuba, when the Cuban peo- 
ple, despising the unions of foreign power 
and sniffing the air of freedom, that blows 
across’ the Gulf of Mexico, turned away 
from Spain.” 

. MeDonald spoke in eulogistic terms 
of the work of Miss Lottie Moon and Mr. 
Truitt, who went to spend their, lives in 
China. He also referred to,the work of

Referring to the 
work of the Sunday school board, created 
by the southern Baptist convention last 
year at Birmingham and organized by the 
electi6n of Dr. Smith as president and Dr. 

. M. Frost as reap vey Dr. McDonald 
observed that there had been a great deal 
of discussion over Sunday school litera- 
ture, but as it stands every church is left 
to take what publications it pleases. 

In his concluding remarks, Dr. McDon- 
ald referred to the mission work among the 
negroes. That was something in which he 
was deeply interested’and he was thank- 
ful that northern brethren had done so 
much, though he had no patience with 
those who came south to stir up the negroes 
to hate their white neighbors, in order to 
capture residential delegations. Such 
people had better stay at home, but to 
those who honestly labor for the good of 
the negro, and he knew many such, he said 
God speed. “The negroes are here,” said 
he, “and here they will remain. I don’t 
think those who try to persuade them to 
go to Africa will have much success. It 
is our duty to work for their education. 
Do we not think as much of them here 
as if they were in Africa?” 

The Church of the Redeemer. 

Dr, Sherrill delivered a stirring, inspiring 
discourse on the kingdom of God and evi- 
dences of its growth and approaching tri- 
qumph. - 

The “kingdom of God’ referred to in the 
sermon was not “‘meat and drink, but right- 
eoushess, peace and joy in the Holy Ghost." 
It is a spiritual kingdom, but not unreal or 
vague. Love is spiritual, and we  our- 
selves are spiritual. It is a kingdom of truth 
and freedom, not of force or fear. It draws 
by the sweetness of its love, persuasive, be- 
cause of fact and reason. Utterly at vari- 
ance to an endeavor to drive or scare any 
one into-it. The kingdom has an organic 
law: ‘“‘Thou shalt love the Lord with all thy 
heart, thy neighbor as_ thyself.’”’ Whoever 
keeps this law has the righteousness of. the 
kingdom. Some lives are so filled with hive 
that it is heard in the tones of the voice, seen 
in every act, and -is perceived in the atmos- 
phere they create around them. 

It is a kingdom of thought and reason, not 
of force—of truth, not of credulity—of love, 
not tyranny. 

Some of the evidences of its being in our 
midst and making its way over the earth 
are; First, war is declining, and peace 
reigns. The Behring sea troubles are much 
more serious than most people are aware, and 
a hundred yenes ago would have caused a 
bloody war between the two nations. 

But those in charge will rule their spirits, 
will be temperate and thoughtful, careful 
to get all the facts and settle the matter in 
accordance with law and reason, showing 
how the leaven of the kingdom is working 
for universal peace. 

And every time you rule your own spirit 
in the office, at home, in the church, busi- 
ness, or in society you are promoting the 
kingdom of God, and becoming a home and 
foreign missicnary. ; 

Another evidence of growth is tolerance in 
religious belief. 

ae Schaff says that the greatest, deep- 
est and most comforting. word in the Bible 
is, “God is love,’’ and the greatest fact in 
history is its manifestation in Jesus Christ. 

The doctrine of today is built on the rock 
of a redeemed race, not on the ruins of a 
fallen race. The church today endeavors 
to give the people the truth and concede to 
them their right and i to make their 
own od use of it. Religion is less ritual- 
istic but not less worshipful—less emotional, 
more ethical. Conduct and character are 
placed above profession and formality. 

Love is_becoming a power among men, not 
only in compassion as shown in hospitals 
for the sick, asylums for helpless and hdmes 
for the friendless, but love is being recog- 
nized as a necessary principle among equals 
in business and in —, The society will 
not prosper or live long based on the rotton 
foundation of ‘“‘every one for himself.’’ The 
motto for today is ‘‘all for each, each for 
all.” The counsel, “Work hard, save all you 
can and teach your children the same’ is 
unmitigated selfishness leading to barbarism. 

“God and my right’ is the British motto, 
and how you got the right is indicated in the 
attitude of the lion and unicorn. It has been 
an age of rights; women, slaves, miners and 
labor have. st up for their rights, and 

has come of it. A successful co-opera- 
tive society in France publishes a journal, and 
its tithe is not ‘“‘The © ” nor “The 
Red,”’ but it is “Duty.”’ 

And over the world men are asking what 
is my duty? as well as my right. 

This is the wheat. In some respects the tares 
are growing worse. Both may grow until 
the harvest. 

These things are true where Jesus Christ 
is Savior, and obeyed as Lord. Press on.

their graves. You cannot. rouse them to 
acuon by the most ‘glittering offer. In 
most cases these persons have been hon- 
orable and upright all their lives, for 
rogaes never get discouraged, as there 
is always some other plot they have not 
laid and some other ig they have not 
sprung. There are but few sadder sights 
than a man of talent and tact and un- 
doubted capacity giving up life as a failure, 
like a line of magnificent steamers rotting 
against wharves from which they ought to 
have been carrying the exportations of 
a nation, Every great financial panic 
produces a large crop of such men. In the 
great establishments where they were part- 
ners in business, they are now weighers or 
draymen or clerks on small salary. 
Reverie is alsu a cause of  indolence. 
There are multitudes of men who expect 
to achieve great success in life, who are 
entirely unwilling to put forth any phys- 
ical, moral or intellectual effort. They 
have a great many eloquent theories of 
life. They are all the while expecting 
something to turn up. They pass their 
life in dreaming. ey have read _ in 
light literature how men suddenly and 
unexpectedly came to large estates, or 
found a pot of buried gold at the foot of 
the rainbow of Good Luck, or had some 
great offer made them. They have 
passd their lives in reverie. Notwith- 
standing he is pinched with poverty, and 
any other man would be downcast at the 
forlorn prospect, he is always cheerful 
and sanguine and jovial, for he does not 
know but that he may be within a day or 
two of astounding success. You cannot 
help be entertained with his cheerfulness 
of. temper. All the world wishes him 
well, for he never did.anybody any harm. 
At last he dies in jus€ the same condition 
in which he lived, sorrowful only because 
he must leave the world just at the time 
when his long-thought-of plans were about 
to be successful. Let no young man be- 
gin life with reverie. There is nothing 
accomplished without hard work. Do not 
in idleness expect something to turn up. 
It will turn down. Indolence and wick- 
edness always make bad _ luck. These 
people of reverie are always about to be- 
gin. They say: “Wait a little.” — So 
with the child who had a cage containing 
a beautiful canary, and the door of the 
cage was open and a cat was in the room. 
“Retter shut the door of the cage,” said 
the mother. “Wait a minute,” said the 
boy. While he was waiting the feline 
creature, with one spring, took the canary. 
The way that many lose the opportunity 
of a lifetime is by the same principle. 
They say: “Wait a minute.” My ad- 
vice is not to wait at all. , 
Again, bad habits are a fruitful source 
of indolenee., Sinful indulgences shut a 
man’s shop and dull his tools and _ steal 
his profits. Dissoluteness is generally the 
cnd of industry. There are those who have 
the rare faculty of devoting occasionally a 
day or a week to loose indulgences, and, 
at the expiration of that time, go back with 
tieared eyes and tremulous hands and bloat- 
ed cheeks to the faithful and successful 
performance of their duties. Indeed, their 
employers and neighbors expect this amuse- 
ment or occasional season of frolic and was- 
enil. Some of the best workmen and most 
shillful artisans have this mode of conduct- 
ing themselves, but, as the time rolls on, 
the season of disstpation becomes more pro- 
tracted and the season of steadiness and so- 
Lriety more limited, until the employers be- 
come disgusted and the man is given up to 
a continual and ruinous idleness. When 
that point has arrived he rushes to destruc- 
tion with astonishing velocity. When a 
man with wrong proclivities of appetite has 
nothing to do, no former self-respect or 
moral restraint or the beseeching of kindred 
can save him. The only safety for a man 
who feels himself under the fascination of 
any form of temptation is an employment 
which affords neither recreation nor holi- 
day. Nothing can be more unfortunate for 
a man of evil inclination than an occupation 


which keeps him exceedingly busy during: 


a part of the year and then 
leaves him for weeks and months 
entirely unemployed. There are many 
men who ‘annot endure pro- 
tracted leisure. They are like fractious 
steeds that must constantly be kept to the 
load, for a week’s quiet makes them in- 
tractable and uncontrollable. Bad habits 
prodnee idleness and idleness produces bad 
habits. ‘The probability is that you will 
either bave to give up your loose indul- 
gences or else give up your occupation. Sin 
will take all enthusiasm out of your work, 
and make you sick of life’s drudgery, and 
though now dod then between your seasons 
of dissipation, you may rouse up to sudden 
activity and start again in the chase of 
some high and noble end, even though you 
catch the game, you will sink back into 
siothfulness before you have roasted that 
which you took in. hunting. Bad habits 
inuts man for everything but politics, 
Now, what are the results of indolence? 
A marked consequence of this vice is phys- 
ical disease. The healthiness of the whole 
natural world depends upon activity. The 
winds, tossed and driven in endless circuits, 
scattering the mists from the mountains 
aud scooping out death damps from the 
caves and blasting the miasma of swamps 
end hurling back the fetid atmosphere of 
great cities, are healthy, just because of 
their swiftness and uncontrollableness of 
sweep. But, after a while, the wind falls 
and the hot sun pours through it, and when 
the leaves are still and the grain fields bend 
1.0t once all day long, then pestilence smites 
its victims and digs trenches for the dead. 
The fountain, born far up in the wild wood 
of the mountain, comes down brighter for 
every obstacle against which it is riven and

tideous croak, and by day and night there 
rises from the foul mire and green scum, 
fever and plague and death. There is an 


endless activity under foot and overhead. | 


Not one’ four-o’clock in the flower bed, not 
one fly on the window pane, not one squirrel 
gathering food from the cones of the white 
pine, not one rabbit feeding on clover tops, 
uot one drop falling .in a shower, not one 
minnow glancing in the sea, not one quail 
whistling from the grass, not one hawk 
cawing in the sky. but is busy now and is 
busy always, fulfilling its mission as cer- 
tainly as any monarch or earth or any angel 
inheaven. You hear the shout of the plow- 
boys busy in the field and the rattle of the 
whiffletrees on the harrow, but you do not 
know that there is more industry in the 
earth upturned and in the dumb vegetation 
under foot than in all that you see. If you 
put your ear to a lump of riven sod you 
may hear nothing in the roots and spiculae 
of grass, but there are at work spades and 
cleavers and pile drivers and battering rams 
and internecine wars. do not won- 
der that the lively fancy of the an- 
clients saw in the inanimate creation 
around Filoras and Pomonas and Graces 
and I’auns and Fairies and Satyrs and 
Nymphs. Everything is busy. Nothing 
is inanimate, except the man who cannot 
see the life and hear the music. At the 
creation the morning stars sang together, 
but they were only the choir which was to 
lead all the stars and all the mountains 
and all the seas in God’s worship. All 
natural objects seem at one and the same 
time uniting in work and joy and worship. 
In God’s creation there is no pause ‘in 
either the worship or the work or the joy. 
Amid all natural objects at one and the 
same time it is Hallow BH’en and Whit 
Sunday and Ash Wednesday and All 
Saints’ day. All the healthy beauty of 
that which we see and hear in the natural 
world is dependent on activity and unrest. 
Men will be healthy—intellectually, mor- 
ally and physically—only upon the condi- 
tion of an active industry. I know men 
die every day of overwork. They drop 
down in the coal pits: and among the spin- 
dles of northern factories and on the cotton 
plantations of the south. In every city 
and town and “—village yon find men 
groaning under burdens, as, in the east, 
the camels: stagger under their loads be- 
twe@n Aleppo and Damascus. Lifa@ is 
crushed out every day at counters \and 
work benches and anvils. But there 
are other multitudes who die fro 
inertia. Indulgences every day/are corf 
tracting diseases beyond the ecafholicon of 
allopathy and homeopathy and /hydropathy 
and eclecticism. Rather than/-work, they 
rush upon lancets and scalpels. Na- 
ture has provided for those who violate 
her laws by inactivity, what frheum for 
the eyes and what gout) for’ the 
feet and what .curvature for {the spine 
and what strictures for the chest and what 
tubercles for the lungs and what rheuma- 
tisms for the muscles and what neural- 
gias for the nerves. Nature yn time ar- 
raigns every such culprit at her bar, and 
presents against him an indictment of 100 
counts,and convicts him on each one of them. 
The laws. of nature will not stop their act- 
ion because men may be ignorant of them. 
Disease, when it comes to do its work, 
does not ask whether you understand 
hygiene, or pathology,.or materia medica. 
If there were not so many lies written on 
tombstones and in obituaries, you would 
see what multitudes of the world’s inhab- 
itants are slain in their attempts to escape 
the necessity of toil. Men cross oceans and 
continents, and climb the Alps, and sit 
under the sky of Italy or the shadow of 
Egyptian pyramid, and go down into an- 
cient ruins, and bathe at Baden Baden, 
and come home with the same shortness 
of breath and the same poor digestion 
and the same twitching of the nerves, 
when at home with their own spade they 
might have dug health out of the ground, 
or with their own ax hewn health out of 
a log, or with their own scythe garnered 
health from the grain field. There are many 
who estimate the respectability of an occu- 
pation by the little exertion it demands, 
and would not have their children enter 
any employment where their hands may be 
soiled, fprgetting that a laborer’s over- 
alls are just as honorable as a _priest’s 
robes and an anvil is just as respectable 
as a pulpit. Health flies from the bed of 
down and says: “I cannot sleep here;” 
and:from the table spread with ptarmigan 
and epicurean viands, saying: “I cannot 
eat here;”’ and from the ve- 
hicle of soft cushions and ef&sy sprivgs, 
saying: “I cannot ride here;’ and from 
houses luxuriously warmed and _  uphol- 
stered, saying: “I sannot live here; and 
some day you meet Health, who declined 
all these luxuriant places, walking in the 
plow’s furrow or sweltering beside the 
hissing forge or spinning among the looms 
or driving a dray or tinning a roof or car- 


rying heds of brick up the ladder of a. 


wall. 

Furthermore, notice that indolence endan- 
gers the soul. Satan makes his chief con- 
quests over men who either have nothing to 
do, or, if they have, refuse to doit. There 
is a legend that St. Thomas, years after 
Christ’s resurrection, began again to doubt, 
and he went to the apostles and told them 
about his doubts. Each apostle looked at 

him With surprise and then said he must be 
excused for he had no time to listen any 
jonger. Then St. Thomas went to the de- 
yout women of his time, and expressed his 
doubts. They said they were sorry but 
they had no time to listen. Then St. Thom- 
as concluded that it was because they were 
so busy that the apostles and the devout wo- 
men had no doubts. Idleness not only leads 


@ man into associations which harm his mor- . 


als, but often thrusts upon him the worst 
kind of skepticism. Loafers are almost al- 
ways infidels, or fast getting to be. Con- 
summate idlers never read the Bible, and, 
if they appear in church, can be distinguish- 
ed in an audience of a thousand by their 
listlessness, for they are too lazy to hear. 
It is not so much among occupied merchants, 
industrious mechanics and professional men 
always busy that you hear the religion of 
Jesis maligned, as in public lounging places, 
given up to profanity and _ dissoluteness. 
They have no sympathy with the book that 
says: “Let him that stole, steal no moje; 
but rather let him labor, working with his 
hands the thing which is good, that he may 
have to give to him that needeth.” I never 
knew a man given up to thorough idleness 
that was converted. Simon and Andrew 
were conyerted while fishing, and Lydia 
while selling purple, and the shepherds of 
Bethlehem watching their flocks heard the 
voice of angels, and Gideon was threshing 
on thé threshing floor, but no one was ever 
converted with his hands in his kets. 
Let me tell the idler that there is no hope for 
him either in this world or in the world 
which is to come. If the Son of God, who 
owned the whole universe, worked in the car- 
penter shop of Joseph, surely we, who own 
so little, yet want so much, ought to be 
busy.
